MEMPHIS, 
WILL THE END NEVER COMB? 
Special Diapaichk to The Tribune, 

Mempuis, Teon., Sept. 23.—Another day of 
disease and death bas come and gone. Will this 
mortality ever cease! Will the seemfngly in- 
exhaustible fountain of sorrow ever run dry! 
These are questions citizens are veginning to 
ask themselves, and the increased number of 
new cases and deaths are the answers vouch- 
safed them. 

Sixty-four deaths and 156 new cases complete 
the record of to-day. The deaths include the 
Hon. Charles Kortrecht, Judge of the Chancery 
Court of this city, elected on the Greenback 
ticket in August last, who was a promi- 
nent Republican when a profession of 
that faith was attended with almost 
social ostracism; John C. Neeman, a large 
brewer and influential mag; Theodore Holst, 
Dr. White, a volunteer phygician from Georgia, 
and Charies C. Brooks, son of W. C. Brooks, of 
the Appea’. 

R. R. Catron, Agent of the Associated Press, 
and Dr. Rogers, taken down last week, 
dying. On the death of young 

Brooks is concluded 
ONE OF THE SADDEST CHAPTERS 

in the history of the present epidemic. First, 

Mrs. Brooks was taken down, her husband 
being attacked while engaged in nursing his 
wife. While he was sick she died, aod the 
mother of Mr. Brooks took the disease. With 
his convalescence she died, and now the sou, a 
bright boy about 16 years, completes the 
tragedy. 

The new cases comprehend Martin Bohlen 
and four daughters; H. 8. King, of the Masonic 
Relief Board; Martin Gritlin, Cashier of the 
German National Bank; E. J. Carson, of Mans- 
field & Co.; Capt. Freleich, Capt. W. M. Homan, 
and K. B. Ciark, Treasurer of the Citizens’ Re- 
lief Committee, besides others less prominent 
but equally afflicted. 

The day has been hot and oppressive,— 

A FEEDER OF THE DISEASE 

against which no power can prevail. The prom- 
ise of cold weather Saturday encouraged all to 
hope that a change was about to take piace, but 
to-day has dissipated such hope completely, and, 
as i telegraphed on Sunday, despair is rapidly 
settling down upon Memphis. 

THE VISITING PHYSICIANS 

have suffered terribly. Of the thirty-one who 
hurried to this city in response to the appeal 
for aid, sixteen have died, thirteen are sick or 
convalescing, and but two have tous far escaped 
unscathed. 

The Citizens’ Relief Committee has but two 
members able to attend business, Gen. Prestidge 
and F. Conn, the latter an IIIinoisau. Gen. 
Wrifht is creeping about attempting to attend 
to business, but is utterly belpiess. This Com- 
mittee originally consisted of twenty-four mem- 
bers, fourteen of whom have died, eight of the 
remainder being down at present. 

Of the Odd-Fellows, 106 have died, and but a 
small number are left to care for the sick and 
bury the dead. 

With these facts before them, and cases multi- 
plying with fearful rapidity, it is not surprising 
that citizens inquire if the end will ever come, 
and despair at the answer they receive. 

THE SAME SCENES. 

which greeted your correspondent’s vision when 
he first came here are repeated in a greater de- 
gree, and the mark of the destroyer has been 
left in ‘hundreds of places where he wee least 
expected to call a week since. 

Noone can tell when he will be taken, and 
there is no certainty of what awaits him when 
attacked. 

One may hear of horrors so pronounced and 
awful as to be beyond description, but if he 
wishes to realize horrors indescribable and un- 
paralleled in the history of horrors, let him 
come to this city. You can have no conception 
of the facts iv the case, of the daily events 
transpiring here, and the constant repetition of 
which has served to callous the sensibilities and 
render one to all intents iuseusible to surround- 
ings. 

FOUND DEAD. 

The dead body of a negro man was found to- 
day near the corner of Main and Gayoso streets, 
where it bad lain corrupting for three days. 
This is not owing to any negiect, but simply to 
the fact that the business of undertakers is so 
pressing that the body will have to wait its turn. 

Another case developed to-day was that of a 
family who had been sick several days without 
attendance or relict any kind. 

Although the country about Memphis is 
being decimated, many towns have instituted a 
quarantine against this city whichis causing 
some inconvenience. Humboldt and Milan ex- 
tended their quarantine so as to include the 
Memphis papers. 

Were it not for the sympathy and aid ren- 
dered by the brave men and saintiy women of 
the North this section would indeed be bereft 
of hope. In all this sorrow it is the silver 
lining which breathes of hope behind the dark 
aud lowering clouds. 

THE WELL PEOPLE. 

A careful statistician estimates that the num- 
ber of absolutely weil people in Memphis to- 
night, including doctors, does not exceed 5,000, 
and this in a city the most important betweeo 
the Ohio and the Gulf, containing a population 
of 60,000 soul. Can the readers of Tus Tam 


unn imagine a picture more terrible in its vut- 
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lines for these are but outlines; the comple 
tion of the picture cannot be attempted. 

The brightest feature of this collection of 
gloomy facts is the devotion without parallel in 
the history of the world of the men and women 
penned up in this veritable Golgotba. 

Physicians work with a zeal that must be born 


| of despair, for hope is fled, and are going and 


coming from dark to dawn. 

Ministers are at the bedside of the hopeless 
and dying without a moment’s cessation from 
their ministrations. 

Nurses, exhausted, still maintain their cease- 
less vigil, an I take no note of time. 

CATROW DEAD. 

The news has just come in that poor Catron 
is dead. He was onc of those noble types great 
emergencies give birth to, and goes down to his 
tomb with the blessing of numbericss ones to 


whom he was a very help in the dark days that 
surround us here.

A GHASTLY JOURNEY. 
CHICAGO TO MEMPUIiS. 
Special Corresponuence of The Tribune, 

MEMPHIS, Sept. 18.—I reached here last night, 
after running the gamut of a curious expe- 
rience, and being assured by those who knew 
my destination that the trip would be attended 
with certain death. Notwithstanding the ad- 
inonitions of those self-constituted Cassandras, 
Icame through on time and registered at the 
Peabody, an object of peculiar and very especial 
interest. The entire route hither is peopled 
with panic-stricken inhabitants. The car in 
which ] left Chicago contained but three occu- 
pants,—Mrs. Charles Schiugb, of Milwaukee, 
who came to this point to nurse; Dr. J. Lewis, 
of lowa, who continued on to Holly Springs to 
offer his services; and your correspondent. The 
travelers all seemed impressed with the solem- 
nity of the undertaking, aud their courage was 
by no means stimulated on their advent into 

CAIRO. 

This city (so called) is among the most promi- 
nent points en route, seemingly aflected at the 
prospect of an impending calamity. The place 
is almost devoted to vacancy. No business is 
being done, and the ambition of the people is 
kept at a fever-heat in denyiug the existence of 
yellow fever. which is there, nevertheless, as 
unmistakably as elsewhere. The Hul letin office 
is daubed with coal tar, and the same unknown 
quantity is constantly smoldering opposite the 
editor’s doorway. In casual conversation with 
various parties, who interrogatea me as to 
where | was bound, I was assured that my race 
was run. 

“Where are you going?” said the editor of 
one of the papers. 

* To Memphis.” 

“Well (after a prolonged contemplation of 
my physiogonomy), I'l! give you four days.” 
This cheerful condescension was properly ac- 
knowledged to cach succeeding interlocutor, 
whose conclusions were in the same vein. 

An early start was made the following morn- 
ing, and the little party who left Chicago, cross- 
ing over the Ohio River, burned their boats 
and began their journey to the “Jaws of 
Death.“ At every station the country folks, or 
such of them as ventured out of doors, came up 
to the car-windows, peered in at the “ self-sac- 
rificing citizens, shook their heads, and de- 
parted, apparently convinced of the existence 
of three fools who would soon be dead. When 
asked as to the health of the various hamlets 
through which we passed, as to the news trom 
Memphis, and other questions of similar im- 
port. we were responded to in the first instance 
that there were no fever cases that they knew 
of, and that Memphis was a veritable Golgotha. 
This latter fact we fully realized on reaching 
the city, At Martin's 8 thirty miles from 
Milan. where we change cars Yor Memphis, we 
witnessed one of the

fore he has regarded the situation here. On 
the gallery of an imposing residence, within a 
stone’s throw of the depot, sat an old gentie- 
man, immovable and unconcerned as to passing, 
events asa statue. Beside him stood a larg, 
nobie-looking woman, endeavoring to attract 
his attention by the many manifestationsiof en- 
dearment woman alone can so delicately offer. 
But all was useless. His face, deathly pale and 


nerveless, gave no token of recognition, but, 
maintaining a look of desperate 

stared into vacancy with the fixedness of a ma- 
niac. The fever had visited bis household 
hearth, death had robbed him of bis idols, ana 
he had gone mad. Not the frenzy exhibited by 
restrained maniacs one sees in the asylams; 
there was no evidence of this, but a settled, irre- 
trievable mania, from which there is said to be 
no recoverv. 

An old man who had boarded the train at one 
of the way stations indicated his presence at 
this point, and observed, in the dialect peculiar 
to residents of Southern IHivois, that he was 
from * Du coin,“ that he’d lived in this section 
nigh onto a vear,” and that the people were 
going crazy over a few cases of * fev’r-’nager.”” 

“You don’t seem to fear it,” was the re 
sponse. 

“You bet I don’t; but. if. they should get 
abolt ot the idee that is fiyfn’ about down — 
upin Du-coin, that I am e there would 
be trouble.“

“Qh, you see my relatives up thar think I 
ought to be home, and not phylandering about 
the country down byar’’; aud they’d be about 
right, was the involuutary conclasion of all who 
beard his remarks. 

A GLASS OF WATER. ; 

When we reached Milan, the weather being 
excessively hot, one of the party left the train 
tu, if possible. procure a glass of water. Upon 
approaching the station agent and asking him 
tor the fluid, one would have thought that the 
petitioner bas a criminal in charge of au ollicer 
from whom he was attempting to esca 

‘* Whar you goin't“ (in the deepest bass). 
lo Memphis” (ip a meek and lowly tone). 

*{ wouldn’t go there for a deed of the town, 
and if you don’t git on that train without any 
waste of time, an officer will clap his hands on 
you and you won’t git thar.” Thus admon- 
ished, the thirsty traveler boarded the train, 
appalled with a sense of his utter insignificance. 
And these people cannot be blamed. Their ap- 
preciation of the situation reselyes them te 
the couclusion that it is a question 
of lite and death, with the chances 
decidedly in favor of the man on the pale horse. 
Only ashort time previous to the arrival of our 
train at the depot a car load of orphans from 
Memphis, en route to Nashville, pulled up te 
water, and the sight broucht home to fathen 
and mothers the bitter thourht that their bairng 
might follow during the week 

THE TRAIN FROM LOUISVILLE 
came in on time. bearing a Catholic priest and 
volunteer telegraph operator for Memphis, to 
gether with a young man who, baying passed 
the summer North, had been recalled to nurse 
his family stricken down with disease, and 4 
gentleman and wife from Jackson, Miss., going 
to Brownsville to wait on their daughter. wha 
was supposed to be @ying. Their grief was of 
the most poignant chatecter, and the mother 
vowed that, if she could reach the bedside of 
the loved one before she died, she would there 
after devote her time and mouey to the conse 
lation abd care of the widow and orpbap. 
BROWNSVILLE, 
a station twentv-five miles from Memnbis, the 
centre of a wealthy cotton district, is being deci- 
mated by the grim reaper with the least pos- 
sible delav, and the terror among the resideuts 
is indescribable. Such as is able to do so are 
fleeing from the vicinity, but the ma yot 
the population are at the beaside of dy rela- 
tives, and cannot leave. At this and other pelnts 
which we passed the disease is rapidly assuin- 
ing the most maliguant form, utterly deiyme 
medical skill, recovery being the resuit of 
chance rather than treatment. The inhabitants 
along the line of the road seem palsied with 
terror and powerless to observe precau 
tnemselves, or render assistance to others. 
here and there u brave, noble, fearless man 
(and woman too) inspires the 
witb a passing hope, and —— 
igut for life is kept Fa 
at the North, at a distance — “tr the 
scene of alllietio: 1, Bo limner’s art can picture, 
are unable to comprehend the terrible agonies 
one is called uvon to witness in this doomed 
and seemingly forsaken section. No w 
that men who have faced the cannon's mouth; 
who, bv tneir deeds of prowéss in the leid, 
have sbrived their names with a quenchivss im- 
mortality; who in the hours of adversity are 
consoled by reason and reflection pall at a cou- 
templation of what are every day occurrences, 
and flee from the spectacle. 
NEARING MEMPHIS. 

As we drew near Memphis the existence of 
the plarue became more and more evident. On 
each side of the track are to be observed 
ticlds of cotton 
of corn with the silky tassel 
since in the sere and yetlow leaf o 
age. The harvest is ready indeed, but the reap- 
ers are fow. "Occasionally one seesa negro here 
and there vathering the staple, but thecrop Will 
doubtless be lost for the reason that laborers 
cannot be had for any consideration. Another 
feature of the prostration foilowing ia the wake 
of the plague is the irregalarity of the mails 
and the utter impossibility of procurine news 
irom the North. I had a copy of Moaday’s 
TRIBUNE with me, also a St. Louis paper, beth 
of which were “gobbled” by an applicant ior 
news as if they were prizes of priceless value. 
Very few exchanges reach any of the newspaper 
oilices; Cot. Keating, of the Appea/, informs me 
that he bas had but one copy of Tas Inos 
in six days. Here and there were to be secu 
mattresses burnvinug, and the patches of fresh- 
turned earth indicate where some loved one Bad 
been laid in the grave. Five miles out of the 
city is to be seen a camp organized by the Total 

Abstinence Society; nearer town are a number 
ol cars appropriated by the Louisville Railroad 
Company to the accommodation of their em- 

ployes, Which is absolutely ind ‘nsable to 
their retention in service. The ¢ any pro- 
vides each employe with a disinfecisnt, quinine, 
aud other medicines, as I was ioformed, and 
which was supported by the littie by-play of 
which the cooductor was the centre-piece. He 
carried camphor in each vest-pocket, and — 
befure the eud of the trip was reached, called 
his brakemen to medicine.” Ranging — 
in a row, after the manner of pupiis at Dothe- 
boys Hall, he administered a have dose of 
quinine to each, when they separated, 2 
ly feeling that the end was near. When 
to a full stop . — 
dis mounted precipitately, 
a handkerchief to his 
nostrils, escorted a lady passenger to the omni 
bus and “slid.” You couldn't have hired nm 
to go up town, and ne is certainly to be cotn- 
meuded for his diligent attention to the pr. 
cautions foseparable from health. As the traia, 
passed on, the prevaleuce of the disease was evi 
deuced at every point. As we passed the houses 
which lined the track, desolation, and death, and 
the fullest complement of the horrors of the 
plague stood out before our gaze, stark and 
bare, and pen. repulsive, terror-breeding, and 
ghastly. They pere enough to turn one’s blood, 
and make bun Tanke in his shoes, but we kept 
on to the ead and reached the depot unpera- 
lyzed. The signs of the busivess in hand

visible on every side. In the streets nothing 
can be seen save undertakers’ carts (hearses 
being a luxury accessible only at intervals), phy- 
sicians hurrying in every direction, worn out, 
half sick, and depressed at the prospect, yet 
hurrying to relieve suffering, and purses mov- 
ing with rapia pace to “be in at the death.“ 
Such are the sights and the only sights that 
relieve the complete and incomparable monotony 
apparent at all points. Street after street is 
empty as the unmade grave; house after house 
tenantless and desolate, with naught but the 
scampering of rats or the 

MOURNFUL HOWL OF AN IMPRISONED DOG 
left by its owner in the hurry of departure indi- 
cate the existence of life. Brest about 
the city bears the impress of calamity, dissolu- 
tion, and forgetfulness. This is as true of 
Adams, Vance, Shelby, and Poplar streets, 

where in time of health the beauty and chivalry 
of Memphis reign supreme, as it is of ‘*‘ Happy- 
Hollow” and Hell's Half-Acre,” devoted to 
criminals, prostitutes, and the incubation and 
commission of crime. Robeson street has been 
completely wiped out. 

The air is filled with the stench arising from 

 burnmg and decaying matter, from the disin- 
tecting mediums employed, vainly as some be- 
lieve,.and with the peculiar odor of the disease 
itselt, which cannot be likened to anything in 
the arcana of Nature, but which can never be 
forgotten by those who have inhaled the poison. 
These features of the city itself are reflected in 
the appearance of its permanent and transient 
inhabitants. Severally and collectively, though 
appalled at the dimensions and fatality of the 
disease, they are the bravest of the brave. 

At the corners of the streets, in the lobby of 
the hotel, at an occasional saloon kept open by 
the very necessities of the disease, knots of 

CITIZENS, CALLOUSED TO FEAR 
by the experience through which they are pass- 
ing, meet when the day’s deaths are announced, 
and wonder if they are forsaken and left to 
wrestle with the grim visitor unaided. They 
separate, called to the loved ones at home, to 
the care of the sick elsewhere, to receive a dying 
message, or shrive a friend for the tomb. The 
following morning one or more of them is re- 
ported dead, and the question. What's 
necessary for his burial?’ is asked almost with- 
out ceremony, and with seeming baste. 
*“ You'll go next,” is addressed to an acquaint- 
ance with feigned jocularity, and the predic- 
tion is nearly always verified. Sometimes the 
Victims to the plague die without care, and are 
buried only when the stench arising from the 
decaying body indicates its location. 
HORRIBLE. 
As l write this evening the air is filled with 
gases from the body of a negress, 
„Jenny.“ who was employed as cook in a board- 
ing-house at the corner of Third and Madison 
streets. Her remains are supposed to have lain 
where they were found--In a shed abutting on 
an alley to the rear öf the Appeal oflice—for 
nearly ten days, i was the last tune she 
was seen alive. The body, bloated, aud eaten 
by rats, presented a hideously repulsive appear- 
ance, and the sickening stench is ouly partially 
dissipated by a lump of camphor in front of me. 
This may seem improbable to the readers of 
Tun TRisung, but it is true, and more’s the 
pity. She was taken to the Potter’s field as 
soon as the burial force could reach her remains, 
and the premises wherein she died are undergo- 
ing the process of funrigation.

NEW ORLEANS. 
THE DEATH-RATE. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Orveans, Sept. 23.—The death-rate 
Sunday was 40, the lowest point reached since 
Aug. 21. The roll reached 44 to-day, of which 
sixteen were under 5 years. In many cases of 
children cerebro-spinal meningitis combines 
with the fever to batlle skill and kill the pa 
tient. 

Dr. Kibbe, the inventor of the patent cot and 
hydropathic treatment for fever, is very low in 
the Hotel Dieu. The fever was broken by the 
water treatment, but albumina and suppressed 
urine are manifested. 

THE SIX WEEKS’ THEORY 
is justified by reports from most of the infected 
points in Mississippi. The epidemic of yellow 
fever, according to the old-school doctors, cul- 
minates in forty-two days, and then dec!inés till 
it ceases to be epidemic, though sporadic cases 
occur into the winter and in January. 

In nearly all towns in the interior the highest 
point was reached in the time given, and the 
disease is declining. ‘The cases in this city now 
are mainly confived to infants. 

Carroliton, at the upper line of the city, is 
suffering greatly, though relief measures were 
organized there to-day. Fifteen deaths and 147 
new Cases between noon and 6 p. m.

Mr. Baker asked if the small towns, where 
there appeared by the papers to be so much dis- 
tress, could not be reached directly. 

Dr. Harris read a private letter addressed to 
John N. Jewett, written from Plaquemine, 
La., and dated Sept. 15, in which it was stated 
that there had deen (forty-five deaths, 
and that there were 125 cases un- 
der treatment. He (Harris) had seen 
that there was much fever in the Teche region 
and elsewhere iu the country, but the only way 
to administer relief was through New Orleans, 
the Howards there knowing what was needed 
better than the Committee here. He favored an 
appropriation to Plaquemine and Greenville, 
yet thought it advisabie to await Mr. South- 
mayd’s letter. He moved that $5,000 be sent to 
Memphis without reference to interior towns. 

‘The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Baker moved that $1,000 be appropriated 
for Holly Srings. 

This motion was also agreed to. 

Mr. Baker suggested that everything be sent 
to Memphis, since New Orleans didn’t want any 
more aid. 

Dr. Harris mentioned several places—Chatta- 
nooga and Decatur among them—where the 
disease was appearing, and seemed to think it 
better to be able to meet calls which were sure 
to come from those places. 

At this juncture Mr. B. F. Ayer, Solicitor of 
the Illinois Central, came in with $1,140, an ad- 
ditional contribution by the employes of that 
Company, making $3,989 thus far subscribed by 
them. Grand Junction and Water Vailey had 
telegraphed for provisions,—flour, bacon, tea, 
etc.,—and he suggested that the articles be pur- 
chased and shipped; the Oompany would carry 
them free.

Wasurneoron, D. C., Sept. 23.—The Attorney- 
General is understood to have informed the 
District Commissiouers that they have full 
power to suppress Cohen and his mob under 
the United States statutes. in accordance with 
this opinion, the District Commissioners have 
issued orders to the Chief of Police directing 
him to use what force is necessary to prevent 
Cohen from holding any further meetings, and 
from legding his riotous processions . through- 
out the city.

Police Justice Snell received additional cour- 
age this morning. and in his decision sentenc- 
ing the rioters of Saturday, was very severe 
upon Cohen, pronouncing him a vagabond, Who 
ought to be punished. 

COHEN'S DUPE. 
To the Western Associafed Press. 

Wasntwoeton, D. C., Sept. . — Cohen made 
no attempt to-day to march his mod. 

Simms, the negro who was arrested on Satur- 
day for striking an oflicer during the riot, was in 
the police court to-dav. Judge Snell, in giving 
a decision in bis case, said that he held that 
Cohen had excited a feeling of riot among 
the more deluded and ignorant class. 
which, unless checked, might lead 
to serious results. While Cohen 
worked up this sort of thing, he was sharv 
enouch to keep out of the Way of the law, and 
his followers became victims. All meetings 
and processions similar to those held by Cohen 
were riotous and disorderly. The property and 
lives of the people were endangered, and, should 
death result from any of these proceedings, 
each follower of Cohen would be amenable for 
homicide. It should be stopped. The work- 
ingmen could gain nothing. Cohen was no- 
body, and could do them no good. Le conclud- 
ed by saying that the accused was. one ot Co- 
hen’s victims that had been worked into the 
feeling of riot because of his teachings, and 
was somewhat excusable. He would only fine 
him $10, or, in default, thirty days in jail. The 
fine was paid by Cohen. 

Cohen called on the Su 
this morning to inquire if he could hold a meet- 
ing to-night at tne City-Hall. The Superin- 
tendent informed him that he had no authority 
to give him permission to hold a meeting, as 
the City-Hall was under the charge of a United 
States Marshal. While Cohen was talking with 
the Superintendent, an order came from the 
District Commissioners directing the Superin- 
tendent not to allow any more noisy or disor- 
deriy demonstrations anywhere. Orders were 
promptly issued, aud the police are dispersing 
crowds wherever found.

HOW THEY HAVE FAREW DURING THE LAST TWO 


YEARS. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Sept. 282—The Comp- 
troller of the Currency has compiled the divi- 
dend reports of the National Banks for six 
months ending March 1, 1878, from which it ap- 
pears that the banks charged off losses during 
that time amounting to $10,908,145. Of this 
amount 51.813.757 consisted of premiums on 
United States bonds held for circulation which 
depreciated in value below the cost price to the 
banks. The losses charged off by the Nationa! 
Banks duriug the year ending Sept. 1, 1576, 
were $19,719,026, and tor the vear ending Sept. 
1. 1877, 819.933.587, making a total of more 
than $50,500,000 losses charged off during the 
past two and a half vears. The ratio of earn- 
ings ot the National Banks to capitai and sur- 
plus for the year 1877 was 5.62 per cent, and it 
is estimated that the ratio for the*%vear 1878 will 
not be greater than for the preceding year. 

The Comptroller has also compiled complete 
dividend returns from the National Banks in 
sixteen principal cities for the year ending Sept. 
1. 1878, from which it appears that $11,520,129 
of losses have been charged off by the banks lo 
cated in those cities during the present year, of 
which $1,609,968 was for depreciation in premi- 
um in Uuited States bonds held by the banks as 
security for circulation. The total losses 
charged off by the banks located in these six- 
teen cities during, three years ending Sept. 1. 
1878. was $32,410,964. The losses coarged off 
by the banks in New York City during the past 
year were $5,147,319; Boston, $2,490,197; Chi- 
cago, $915,084; Philadelphia, $561,670): Pitts- 
$419,036; Baltimore, $368,015; New Orleans, 
$338,406; Louisville, $235,256; Cleveland, 8222. 
908; St. Louis, $171,456; Detroit, $134,617: 
San Francisco, $52,902; Milwaukee, 874,958; 
Cincinnati, $80,530; Washington, $33,611; Al- 
bany, $273,650. In 1876 the amount charged off 
by banks in the cities above named was 811. 
727, 477. and in 1877 the amount was 80,163,338.

THE OHIO & MISSISSIPPT. 
Daily the indications accumulate of a bot and 

bitter fight at the annual election of the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad, and before any reconstruc- 
tion scheme is arrived at. The bondholders of 
the Springfield Division, while close! y watching 
the tactics of the representatives of the different 
interests of the main line, are by no means sat- 
isfied with the treatment which they have re- 
ceived. They assert that so far from the Soring- 
fiela Division having been the cause of the em- 
barrassment of the Ohio & Mississipvi Line, it 
has been a positive aid to the finances of the 
main tine; that the Springfield Road was sold 
to the Ohio & Mississippi Company on condition 
that, with the 61.000, 000 of mortgage bonds 
which the Ohio & Mississippi Company reserved 
on the Springfield Road, it should build a con- 
necting line to the Mississippi River; 
that, instead of doing so, the Ohio & Mississippi 
Company used the bonds to borrow $400,000 
with which to pay oft a floating debt. and that 
the bonds are still pledged for that loan. 80 
that, while the origival owners of the Spring- 

fie‘d Road have not received a dollar for three 
and a half years, the Obio & Mississippi Com- 
pany has actually raised $400,000 in cash upon 
it. In relation to the charge that the Spring- 
ficld Branch has not paid its ruuuing expenses, 
the bondholders say that if this is true it is due 
to the unequal rates that have been allowed on 
through and local freights. The road is 223 
miles long, and it is claimed that the Spriue- 
ficla Brauch has delivered during 1876 and 1877 
to the main line an average of 1.000 car-loads a 
month. Taking all the stations on the main line 
between Cincinnati and St. Louis, they assert 
that the average is greater than that supplied by 
any ove of them, and is equal to one-fourth of 
the through business. In addition, the Spring- 
field Division bondholders contena that if all 
improvements had been made according to the 
original agreement the traffic returns would 
ha ve spown a large increase. They deny that 
the branch has been a burden, and say that the 
receipts form an important part of the resources 
of the main line. The annual election takes 
place Oct. 10. 


0 THE SCALPERS’ LAW. 

When it became known among the scalpers 
yesterday that Judge McAllister had declared 
the scalpers’ law, prohibiting the sale of railroad 
tickets by unauthorized agents, constitutional, 
there was quite a flutter among them. If a 
bombshell had exploded in their midst they 
could not bave been more agitated. They felt 
quite confident that McAllister would decide in 
their favor, he baving been selscted with the 
hope that he would do so, otherwise the matter 
would have been decided by Judge Moore, be- 
fore whom the suits were first brought. While 
there was some talk among the scalpers about 
appealing to the Supreme Court, there was lit- 
tle faith among them that such course would 
avail them anything. A majority of them will 
no doubt go out of the business, yet there are 
some who say they will keep open their offices 
in spite of the decision. They say there are 
many ways to evade the law. in the first piace, 
they will require the parties from whom they 
purchase their tickets to appoint them their 
agents. If this does not work satisfactorily, 
they will sell aciar or some other art le 
w the party wishing to purchase a ticket, 
for which the price of a ticket is to be charged, 
and the ticket will be given with it free gratis. 
Several other schemes for evading the law, 
equally extravarant, are being taiked of. 
Nevertheless it is the general opinion that if 
the railroads really mean to enforce the law, 
which is by no means certain, the scalping 
offices in this city will soon be out of existence.

dictments against a number of persons dealivg 
in railroad tickets who were not the authorized 
agents of any railroad company. The in- 
dicted are better known as “ ticket scalpers,”’ 
avd, as soon as they had been capiased to give 
bail to answer the charge against them, they 
banded together, hired counsel, and proceeded 
to prepare to resist any interference with their 
business. They were advised that the act un- 
der which they had been indicted was unconsti- 
tutional, and when J.J. Walser, one o' the 
number, was called for trial, be moved to quash 
the indictment, the scalpers“ having agreed 
to back him and make a test case of it. The 
motion to quash was argued before Judges Mc- 
Allister and Moore, and yesterday an opinion 
adverse to the scalpers was filed in the 
Criminal Court. It was as follows: 


This is an indictment under the act of April 9, 
1875, entitled An act to prevent frauds upon 
travelers a owner or owners of any railroad, 
steamboat, or Other conveyance ot passengers. 
Motion is made to quash the indictment on two 
grounds: (1.) That he act is not within the scope 
of the police power, -—is an unwarrantable restric- 
tion upon the rights of private property, and, 
therefore. unconstitutienal. (2.) U was not con- 
stitutionally passed. 

The act relates to the business of common car- 
riers. It has been the settled law in England and 
in this country that the business of a common car- 
rier is not only aifectea with a public interest, but 
is a public employment. This proposition is so 
elementary that a muitiplication of authorities is 
unnecessary. 80 far as relates to railroads acting 
under charters or acts of incorporation, their fran- 


chises are 7 of AE age and partly of a private 
nature. safety, convenience, and 
comfort of ugers are concerned they are 


**publici juris;” so far as they relate to capital 
and the production of revenue they are ‘* privati 
juris. There never has been any question of 
the power of the State Legislatures to pass 
laws in the natare of police regulations affecting 
the exercise of such franchises so far as they were 
„ publtei juris’’—such as those designed to secure 
— from not only danger, bat imposition. 
hinging point in the case of Munn and Scott 
vs. The People, carried by writ of error to the 
United States Supreme Court from our Supreme 
Court, and taken into and decided by the former, 
was, whether the business of keeping a grain ware- 
house as a mere private enterprise was a public 
employment, so as to subject it to the police 
wer which might extend toa full suppression of 
e business. the common law it was not such 
public employment, nor was there any valid statute 
changing that law. But a majority ot the United 
States Supreme Court diverging. as many think, 
from established legal principles. affixed to that 
business a character which the law of the State did 
- give to it more than to any other business, 
that it was so affected with a public interest 
— ‘to be entirely subject to the police power of the 
State. But all good lawyers and all courts concede 
that, ever since the decision in Coggs vs. Bernard, 
common carriers are recognized as being engaged 
ma pablic employment, and nothing can be clearer 
than that, in this State, raiiroad companies, so far 
at least as concerns the safety, comfort, and con- 
venience of passengers, are proper subjects 
of the police power. Of this there can 
be no question. If the business itself 
be subject to the police power, then 
so must all its incidents and accessories be subject 
to 1m. All experidnce teaches that the necessities 
of the business require the issaing and use of 
tickets. They are as neceseary to the convenience 
of both traveler and carrier as baggage-checks or 
way-bille in case of freight. The business and al! 
its commen incidents being proper subjects of the 
police power, then it foliows from settled princi- 
pies that the nature and character of the police 
regulations must be determined by the legislative, 
and not the judicial, branch of the Government, 
After giving this matter much consideration, we 
are of the opinion that the act in question, being a 
matter of mere police regulation of a public busi- 
ness, is constitutional and valid. There 
may arise cases where the contract for carriage 
was made in another State, which constitutional 
principles would prevent falling within the range 
of this act, but — 1s no ground for holding the 
t void as to all cases. 
erde question was made that this act was not 
in compliance with the requirements of the 
Constitution, and an unauthenticated paper, said 
to be a copy of the legislative journals, was put 
into our hsnds. We cannot act upon that question 
without evidence—competent evidence—to estab- 
lish the facts upon which decision is to be made. 
We are also of opinion that the subject matter is 
sufficiently expressed by the title of the act. The 
motion is overruled. 
The opinion bears the following indorsement: 


This opinion having been read to Judge Moore. 
who sat with me at the hearing of the motion. he 
authorizes me to say that ne concurs in the con- 
clusions arrived at. 

The indicted will now be pushed to trial at an 
early day, and they have no redress until a con- 
viction is had. If found ecuilty of violating the 
act in question, which they do not deny, then 
they will take the case to the Supreme Court, 
no doubt, to test the constitutionality of the 
act and the soundness of the opinion above.

It is worth noticing that, while tue total in- 
terest-bearing debt of the United States has 
been steadily reduced from year to year, the 
decrease of the burden of interest has been re- 
duced even more rapidly because of the reduc- 
tion of the rate of interest. in 1865 nearly all 
our bonds bore 6 per cent interest in gold. A 
large majority of them now bear. less than 5 
per cent, and the new issue of 4 ver cents is 
rapidly taking the place of the outstanding 6 
per cents. 

The statistics of failures, with the amount of 
liabilities involved, are taken from the circulars 
of the Mercantile Ageney of Dun, Barlow & 
Co., of New York, who bave for years made a 
specialty of collecting such statistics, and 
whose tables are the only relaable source of in- 
formation upon this point. The returnsfor 
1865 are from the Northern States only, the 
unsettled condition of affairs in toe South ren- 
dering it impossible to get any satisfactorv re- 
port from that region; but for subsequent years 
they cover the whole vouutry.

WELLAND CANAL. 
Apecic! Disnatch to The Tribuna. 

Sr. Carmarines, Sept. 23.—Navigation on 
the Welland Canal, which has been interrupted 
since the waste weir at Port Dalhousie gave 
way on the 13th inst., was resumed to-day. A 
dam having been thrown up in front of the 
waste-weir break, the lighter class of vessels 
were enabled to lock up from Port® Dalhousie, 
and a sufficient number of craft not to cause a 
jam, principally propellers which had been de- 
tained, were locked dowo from Allauburg into 
the lower levels. There seems to be consider- 


able delay and difficulty today in mak- 
jug lockages from St. Catharines 
down, and from Port Dalhousie up, 
owing to the insufficient quantity of 


water in the levels at this point. Everything 
possible is being done to facilitate the move- 
ment of the fleet, and the feed is being sup- 
plied as fast as practicable, but at St. Catb- 
arines and Port Da!housie vessels will have te 
lock alternately one up and one down, until a 
sullicient depth of water is obtained. At this 
time the level between Locks 3 and 4 is being 
rapialy cleared of some half-dozen Northern 
Transit steamers. At Thorold, the dam, which 
gave way at Marlott's pond, causing the water 
to escape into the channel of the new canal, has 
beeu repaired. At Port Dalhousie the contract- 
ors, whose plant etc., suffered by flood, are 
getting overything in shape again. The waste 
weir, however, cannot be replaced until this 
winter.

FIAT SCHEMES THAT HAVE FAILED. 

The demand for an exclusive paper cur~ 
rency without any provision for redemption, 
but simply declared to be money by Govern- 
ment edict, which is the aim of the National 
party, has naturally recalled some of the 
previous efforts to establish this kind of 
monetary system. The most determined at- 
tempt in this direction was made under the 
Regency of the Duke of Orleans, who 
usurped the throne of France upon the de- 
mise of Lovis XIV., and under the direct 
supervision of Joux Law, the famous Scotch 
speculator, who became the Regent's Finance 
Minister. It was Law's notion that, as the 
world had advaneéd from the primitive ex- 
change of me ndise, or barter, to an x- 
change by means of a more convenient and 
portable Kind of merchandise, accepted 
by common consent as an equivalent 
of values, so it could be induced 
to effect its exchanges by an agreed 
medium of no value whatever. He 
tav~ht, as the Nationals of to-day would 
have us believe, that a currency without in- 
trinsic value could be established as money, 
and that, as such a currency would never be 
exported, it would be a permanent source of 
wealth and power. He made a desperate 
effort to found this system, and had the ap- 
proval and support of the Government. 
The result was disaster to the people, disgrace 
to the Government, and infamy to Law, who 
had to flee from the country to save his life. 

Law first started a private bank in Paris, 
and, though it was on an insecure basis, a 
prosperous business was done by adhering to 
the rules of banking, and redeeming its 
paper on demand. This bank afterwards 
became a Royal and Government institu- 
tion, and acquired certain valuable grants 
and privileges. The finances of France 
were in a deplorable state. There had 
been partial repudiation of the debt and 
debasement of the coinage. The Govern- 
ment Bank, with Law as Governor-General, 
took the entire national debt; that is to say, 
the debt was called in and the holders had 
the option of taking shares in the India 
Company or Government bank notes; it 
was equivalent to paying the debt in irre- 
deemable paper currency. Law’s bank pur- 
chased the privileges of farming and collect- 
ings the wowanmas, tha exclusive rights of 
trading beyond Cape Good Hope, the reg- 
ulation of the coinage, and the general man- 
agement of the finances. The circulating 
notes were run up to 2,696,000,000 francs 
(about $540,000,000), all of which were 
irredeemable except the ten-franc notes, 
which amounted to about $5,000,000. At 
that time the circulation amounted to more 
per capita than was ever reached in this 
country. The currency was in every respect 
„absolute money.” The Government was 
at the back of it. There was an era of wild 
speculation, and then a collapse. As the 
people lost confidence, the Government 
made new efforts to sustain its absolute 
money.” New flats were issued. It was de- 
creed, for instance, that coin should not be 
used in payments for more than 100 francs 
($20), and that the bank notes should be 
worth 5 per cent more than coin. But the 
decree was in vain. The transportation of 
coin from city to city was forbidden by law. 
Recoinage was ordered for the purpose of 
further debasement, and all coin not bronght 
to the mints for this purpose was to be con- 
fiscated. Finally it was made a misde- 
meanor for any person to keep more than 
$100 in coin in his possession at one time; 
the offense was punishable with a fine of 10, - 
000 francs, half of which went to the informer, 
and thus encouraged a most infamous system 
of espionage. An interconvertible system 
was afterwards tried, under which bank 
shares and notes were interchangeable at a 
fixed rate. But it was all of no avail. Gov- 
ernment fiat was impotent, no matter what 
form it took, to force people to accept as a 
thing of value a piece of paper that was not 
even a promise to pay. Within twelve 
months from the time the system was in the 
highest credit the collapse came. First, 
there was a Government decree reducing the 
value of the notes to 50 per cent; later, the 
notes, thus repudiated in part, were made 
convertible into rentes at 2} per cent, and 
the delusion of absolute money was aban- 
doned. 

A more recent attempt to establish a sys- 
tem of fiat money is reported from the Re- 
public of Uruguay. This has been one of 
the most prosperous of the South American 
countries, and, in 1873, there was said to be 
„more solid money in Uruguay than in any 
other country in the world in proportion to 
its population,”"—gold and silver, and paper 
convertible into coin. But a faction was 
organized in favor of more money”; it 
proceeded upon the South American plan, 
bought up the Generals of the army, drove 
the conservative President out of the 
country, and installed one Pepro VIRILLA as 
President. This was in the summer of 1874. 
Within ten days after the new “ elec.

Experience with fiat money has been pre- 
cisely the same, whether the experiment was 
made by a great nation like France a century 
and more ago, or under a revolutionary Re- 
public of South America in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century. A couple of centu- 
ries work no change in principles and laws 
that are higher than the fiat of any Govern- 
ment. The-ouly enduring basis of credit is 
intrinsic value, and any other system is a de- 
lusion, the disasters of which are only lim- 
ited by the extension of its application. 
Shall the uniform experience of the world be 
utterly ignored by an intelligent and progres- 
sive people like ours ? 


A SOUTHERN DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 

Georgia may credit herself with ope of the 
most remarkable Congressional Conventions 
ever known in this country. At the Demo- 
cratic Convention in the Fourth District, the 
opposing candidates for nomination were H. 
H. Harris, the present incumbent, and 
Henry Prrsons. During a three-days’ ses- 
sion 700 ballots were taken, and on every one 
of them Harris had 21} votes, and the re- 
mainder were cast for nearly every promi- 
nent man in the district, and, during the 
latter part of the time, for Pxexsons. As a 
two-thirds vote was necessary, there was no 
choice. The minority offered to allow the 
majority to name a compromise candidate, 
but the majority refused, upon the ground 
that they represented the wishes of the peo- 
ple of the district, and they would stay in- 
definitely,—one enthusiastic Haris man do- 
claring he would stay if necessary until 
the ants should carry him through the 
key-hole. On the morning of the 
fourth day it was apparent that no compro- 
mise could be reached. A resolution was in- 
troduced on the Harris side declaring that, 
as the Convention could not make a nomina- 
tion, the matter shonid be referred back to 
the people, with the recommendation that 
they elect the Hon. Henny R. Harris. As 
it only required a majority to pass the reso- 
lution, the minority commenced filibustering, 
and kept it up all the afternoon with all 
kinds of dilatory motions, among which was 
one to adjourn to Memphis and finish up the 
business. At last the resolution was carried, 
and the Convention adjourned. The ma- 
jority met at once and prepared an address 
to the people, recommending Mr. Harris as 
the nominee. The minority were equally 
prompt. They held their meeting, de- 
nounced the Harris movement as a 
farce, and presented Hensy PrrRsons 
as the candidate of the minority. 
What the campaign will be after such a con- 
vention may well be imagined. ‘The par- 
sunalities in the Seventh District, where 
FxLron (Independent) is running against 
Lester, and in the Ninth, Srrzr (Inds- 
pendent) against BrLors, will be child's 
play as compared with the Harris.Persons 
fight, which may be still further complicated 
by some Radical presuming to run, in hope of 
slipping in between them. The correspond- 
ent of the Atlanta Constitution who report- 
ed the Convention in a letter to that paper 
says: “In the canvass that is near at hand 
you will see Democrats assail each other 
with more than the bitterness of political 
foes, for it is well known that family 
quarrels are, of all, the worst, and the more 
you love aman the better prepared you are 
to hate him perfectly. The campaign is to 
be mainly personal, and of course it cannot 
be mild. Every wile and every scheme will 
be used. Every rusty political wire will be 
pulled with untiring political energy.” In 
view of the situation, it is not remarkable 
that the Constitution becomes alarmed, and 
utters the following warning notes to the 
unterrified Democracy : 


In view of all the circumstanees, we deem it our 
duty to suggest to the members of the Democratic 
Executive Committee the propriety of assembling 
together at as early a day as possible for the pur- 
pose of consultation and action. ‘The time is ripe 
for a determined move on the paft of the Democ- 
racy of the State to take such steps and adopt such 
measures as will insure the protection of the party 
against the insidious and combined attacks of the 
Independents and Kepubiicans. We will not say 
that the situation is critical, but it is very grave, 
and presents a problem the solution of waich de- 
mands the best thought of our best men. We 
have reason to believe that the Republican leaders 
are developing a plan of attack that will result 
much more seriously than the success of Inde- 
pendentism. 


The plan of attack is evidently the same 
as that in Alabama. ‘The negro is coming to 
the surface, and is destined to be a factor in 
the campaign, in alliance with the dissatis- 
fied conservative whites. It shows that the 
days of the buildozers are numbered, and 
that the Bourbons are shivering at the pros- 
pect of being confronted by a union of 
strong opposing elements, now made pos- 
sibie by the abolition of the color-line. The 
result is foreshadowed by the Constitution 
in the remark: “If prompt and speedy 
measures are not taken to counteract and 
checkmate the influences now at work, at 
least two Congressional Districts will be rep- 
resented by Republicans.” 


The Pall Mall Budget in a recent issue 
states that the estimate of Mr. Caigp is that 
Great Britain will require some 13,000,000 
quarters of wheat from foreign countries in 
1878 to supplement the deficiency in the home 
production.

IS THE BANK OF ENGLAND SAFE? 

The London Times, in its editorial and 
other columns, has lately used a very pan- 
icky tone about the Bank of England. It 
has given an unusual amount of space to the 
discussion of reforms in the banking econ- 
omy of London. The Bank of England and 
the London joint-stock banks are private 
corporations, but their condition is a matter 
of vast public concern. Exnest Seyp, known 
in Europe as a monetary authority, and in 
this country as the alleged secret agent of 
the British Government in getting the silver 
dollar demonetized, has warned the 
British public that trouble is ahead. 
He contrasts the results of the management 
of the Bauk of England with that of the 
Bank of France. In France, the crisis is a 
rare occurrence; England is the country of 
panics. The business-men of London are 
never at rest three months at a time, 

The Times of the 10th inst. says: 4 
more uncertain time has rarely been faced 
by English bankers,” ‘There is no such com- 
plaint in France: An elaborate letter in the 
Limes admiks*that the situation is perilous, 
while opposing Sir Josxyn MeKxxxa's reme- 
dy of a tax on call deposits, with the purpose 


The Saturday Review takes up the topic, and 
calls attention to the singular fact that, with 
a languid money market, the rate of interest 
approaches the stringent point. Several 
very intelligent correspondents have dis- 
cussed various aspects of the difficulty in 
the columns of the Jimes, and among them 
have been bankers of high position in Lon- 
don. What these newspapers and bankers 
are trembling about is ‘‘a bullion panic.” 
France holds no less than $150,000,000 of 
English exchange, with which, if she 
chooses, she can draw out gold; Germany is 
drawing gold for its silver; the United States 
are drawing gold for the resumption of 
specie-payments, The State banks and 
private bankers of Germany, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Austria, and other countries, hold 
large amounts of bills on England for which 
they may draw gold. 

There have been bullion panics in En- 
gland, and the present situation of finances is 
now said to be more precarious than ever 
before.” The Bank of England had re- 
cently to sell large amounts of its consols and 
other permanent investments for cash with 
which to make good its reserve. So natural 
a trade movement as heavy importations into 
England from this country of eorn and cot- 
tou are referred to as causes of present 
anxiety and pressure,” on account of the 
bullion that must go away to pay for them. 

Evidently the financial situation is one of 
great strain. The London joint-stock banks 
are carrying deposits of $500,000,000, with 
total capital aud reserves of only $57,500,000 ; 
$40,000,000 of thisis in the vaults of the 
Bank of England, and only 817, 500.000 on 
hand. The Bank of England in the last nine 
years has changed iis rate of discount 100 
times, while the Bank of France has made 
but twenty-four changes. The secret of the 
trouble in British finances is confessed by 
the Saturday Review to be the growing de- 
mand for gold. 

To make good the wear and tear of the 
British gold currency costs $25,000,000 a 
year. For all the gold-using countries 
$100,000,000 of new gold are necessary an- 
nually. Germ the United States, and 
Holland are all “a&eumulating gold. All the 
while the supply of gold is railing of. Pop- 
ulations are growing, trade is finding new 
extensions, nd business is reviving. In the 
midst of this general return of prosperity 
the alarm of panic is raised in the very 
citadel of British finance. 

The moral is obvious. We need not repeat 
the oft-repeated proof of the fatal dangers of 
trying to do the business of whole nations on 
the narrow support of gold. The Bank of 
France and the Paris money market are not 
in a more precarious situation than ever.” 
French finance rests on the broad foundation 
of silver and gold. The business-men of 
this country have no greater cause of self- 
gratuletion at this hour of returning pros- 
perity than that their monetary system is the 
system of France, where panics are almost 
unknown, and not that of England, where a 
panic ‘3 the rule every ten years. 


THE WAR PROSPECT IN ASIA. 


Is there another war pending, growing ont 
of the interminable Eastern Question? ‘The 
news from Oabul would seem to give an af- 
firmative answer to the question. The mis- 
sion which the Indian Government sent to 
the Ameer of Cabul, under charge of Sir 
NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN, has completely fail- 
ed, although he was reported to have been 
the most competent man in all India for the 
duty. His deputation was met at the fron- 
tier by armed Afzhans, and ordered back 
upon peril of their lives if they crossed. 
The deputation notified them that the Ameer 
would be held responsible, and they retorted 
that they were acting under the instructions 
of the Ameer. This was tantamount to an 
officjal notification that, as between England 
and Russia, the Ameer had chosen 
to cast his lot with Russia. It is 
noticeable in this same connection 
that, while the English papers were an- 
nouncing the purpose of the Sultan to send 
an embassy to Cabal to add the persuasions 
of Turkey to those of England, an agent of 
the Ameer was already in Constantinople 
advising Turkey to make an alliance with 
Russia! The situation now is changed. It 
is not only a question as between Afghanis- 
tan and India, but also as between England 
and Russia. Russian diplomacy has pre- 
vailed over English, and the victory most 
indubitably means sooner or later a Russian 
occupation of ‘Afghanistan, and a very ma- 
terial lessening of the distance between the 
Russian advanced posts and the Indian fron- 
tier. It is another gigantic stride in the 
forward march of Russia into Central Asia. 
The very object of the English mis- 
sion was to block the Russian advance 
by establishing a defensive boundary for 
India through an alliance with the Ameer 
which would guarantee him absolute inde-

dia. Even the London Timics, as late a 
Sept. 8, in a leading article says: Wittle 
reason as we have just now to look forward 
to a war with Russia, we can hardly wish to 
see 80 great a means of giving annoyance to 
us pass quietly into her hands. The danger 
may not be immediate, but it is one never- 
theless against which it is prudent to be on 
our guard. We have no wish to lie at the 
mercy even of our best friends, and our re- 
cent relations with Russie can hardly be 
thought to entitle us to reckon her in the 
number of these.” In the very same issue 
of that paper is printed a letter from its 
Calcutta correspondent, who says : 


All those to whom the history of Indian politics 
is famiiiar are agreed that active means must at 
once be taken to counterval! the Russian advance 
iuto Afghanistan, At the beginning of last century 
the Russian advanced forts were 2, 500 miles dis- 
tant from those of the English. At the close of 
the century the distance was lessened to 2,000, 
and atthe commencement of the present century 
the distance was reduced to 1,000 miles. Since 
the end of the Crimean War that distance has been 
further reduced to 400 miles. ‘There is, therefore, 
every possible reason for arguing from the past 
that this distance will at some time or other before 
long be completely annihilated, and the British 
and Russian frontiers become conterminous. In 
face of these extreige probabilities it will de wise 
policy for the Government to endeavor to deter- 
mine beforehand the line of contact of the two 
Powers. The present frontier line ts stated by 
most military authorities to be indefensible. It 
extends over 1,000 miles, andcan be penetrated 
atall points dy passes in the possession of tribes 
mostly hostile. Under these conditions, to allow 
Russia to establisii herseif in security at Cabul 
would be suicidal policy. 


At the very time this was written, Russia 
had accomplished her mission with the 
Ameer of Cabul, and Russian influence had 
become paramount in Afghanistan. Whether 
she has any intention of invading India or 
not, she already commands the passes along 
that ‘‘indefensible frontier,” and she has the 
resources of Afghanistan at hand in case of 
emergency. There is no Power in the world 
that so easily impresses itself upon the 
nomadic and warlike tribes of Central Asia 
as Russia, or so easily controls and assimilates 
them. By making Afghanistan her frontier, 
she has secured her lines of communication, 
and has a strong foothold from which to con- 
tinue her gigantic schemes of aggrandize- 
ment, What will England do about it? If the 
London Times speaks for the Government 
now, asit has in the past, there is trouble 
ahead. Even while it was dreaming that 
the English mission would be successful, it 
said: In no circumstances will an alliance 
between Russia and the Ameer hostile to the 
British Government. be tolerated. Every 
available means will be taken to avoid the 
faintest possibility of war, but no compro- 
mise will be made on this point. War 
would be an evil of infinitely lesser gravity 
than Russian influence in Cabul, which 
would extend hostility to British power in 
India.” The Russian influence is now estab- 
lished in Cabul. Can England attack Af- 
ghanistan without at the same time attacking 
Russia? The fall in consols and the disturb- 
ance in the English commercial world, noted 
elsewhere, look like the first big drops of the 
coming storm.

The announcement of the resignation of Mr. 
Tuxzovore N. VaiL, General Superintendent of 
the United States Raiiway Mail Service, serves 
to direct attention to the importance of that 
branch of the public administration. It is only 
a few vears since that the immense labor of dis- 
tributing mail-matter was all performed at the 
Post-Oflices. The offices of distribution were 
centrally situated, to be sure, but these distri- 
butions involved a delay of twenty-four hours 
or more in the gelivery of a large proportion of 
the contents of the mails. The idea of avoiding 
this delay by distributing mail-matter in the 
postal-car while thetrain is rushing over the rail 
at thirty or forty miles an hour occurred to the 
late Mr. Groner B. ARMSTRONG, then Assistant 
Postmaster of this city, and from that idea 
sprang the Railway Mail Service. Mr. Anu 
STRONG, the originator of the scheme, naturally 
became its manager at Washington under the 
title of General Superintendent. At his death 
Mr. Groror S. Banas, also of Illinois, succced- 
ed him in the management, and under his man- 
agement the system grew to its present propor- 
tions and rare efliciency. Upon the 
retirement of Mr. Banas, shortly before 
bis death, Mr. VII was  appofnted 
his successor, and he has discharged the 
duties of the office very acceptably both to the 
Goveroment and the public. But Capt. Jauss 
E. Wuire, Superintendent of the Chicago Di- 
vision, was, under the rules of the Civil Service, 
entitled tothe appointment to the chiefship at 
the time Mr. VAIL received the promotion. Mr. 
VALL was a route-agent on the Union Pacific 
Road; was promoted to the position of confi- 
dential clerk to Mr. Banas, and then to the 
General Suverintendeney. He never had charge 
of a division. On the other hand, Capt. Waits 
was at that time, andis now, the senior Divis- 
ion Superintendent, having risen from the ranks 
of route-agents to his present position, which 
he has held about seven years. Capt. Wir 
was a soldier in the Union army, where he 
acquitted himself with credit, and was wounded 
in the service. Ile is a menu of high character, 
vf equal reputation, and has achieved complete 
success Officially. He was “jumped”? when 
Mr. VAIL was appointed, contrary to the 
spirit and letter of the Civil-Service rules 
which control the present Administration.

Sr. PeTersBunG, Sept. 23.—Gen. Todleben 
telegraphs the Czar that he was received at 
Adrianople by the Mussulman, Greek, Bul- 
garian, Armenian, and Jewish clergy, who re- 
quested him to express their gratitude for the 
protection the Russian authorities afforded 
them.

the evil designs of a remarkable old scoundrel. 
Mr. Court und De Woolf, the man who drew out 
his money so deftly, and who now has further 
designs upon the property and likewise the 


honor of the widow. A good angel,

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


The Indianapolis Woman-Killing 
Somewhat More Horrible 
Than Usual. 


Birth of the Butchered Wife’s 
Infant During Her Death- 
Struggles. 


Deportment ofthe Husband Now 
Under Arrest for the 
Deed. 


Other Matters Now Making Indiana's 
Capital the Centre of Criminal 
Intelligence. 


REVOLTING CRIME. 

Seca Dispatch to The Tribune. 
INDIANAPOLIS, lnd., Sept. 23.—Further de- 
velopments in the murder of the woman whose 
body was found under a log three miles west 
of this city on Sunday afternoon show it to 
have been one of peculiar horror. The corpse 
was identified by the teeth and other parts as 
that of Mrs. Merrick, formerly Julia Paul, 
daughter of a well-to-do farmer living near Wa- 
verly, Morgan County, and wife of William 
Merrick, a livery-stable proprietor. At 3 o'clock 
this morning Merrick was arrested for the 


crime while in bed over his stable. 
Iie was overcome when the officers 
woke him, and, in answer to ques- 
tions about his wife, said he 


had driven out with her on Friday or Saturday 
evening of the week before, and had not seen 
her since. His story was that he had gone with 
his wife to a colored neighborhood kuowu as 
‘*Bucktéwn,” where she and a colored woman 
went to the house of a midwife, Mrs. Merrick 
being near confinement. He had neither seen 
her since nor had he gone to see her, but the 
colored woman had brought reports of her con- 
dition twice to him, she staying at the 
midwife’s te be confined. When told 
that the body of his wife bad been 
found dead, he exclaimed, “My God! I 
told her not to go with that nigger wench.”’ 
The stable boy remembered that Merrick had 
gone out with his wife on Saturday evening, 
Sept. 16 (4), leaving word that he himself would 
attend to putting the borse up when he re- 
turned, and that he did not eet back until late 
im the night. Several articles of his wife's 
clothing were foundin Merrick’s bedroom, and 
a shawl under his pillow. These have been 
identified ss the clothing the wife wore tbat 
nicht. Merrick was taken to the Coroner’s in- 
quest, and, when shown the teeth, burst into 
tears and sald they looked like his wife’s, but he 
did not identify the remains, and to a reporter 
afterwards at the jail said the body found was 
too tall for his wife, and that he believed his 
wife was in the city, and he could produce her.

FINANCIAL. 


Althougn the jobbing — of the city is report - 
ed by merchants as very fair, the offerings of mer- 
cantiie paper at the banks continue to be only 
moderate. The banks, asa rule, would be willing 
to discount larger lines of paper, and their failure 
to do so is not owing to @ too conservative policy, 
but to the want of opportunity. The country 
banks are applying for rediscounts more freely as 
the season progresses. Rates of discount at the 
banks ere 6@10 per cent to regular customers. 
The currency orders bave been lighter than usual. 
New York exchange was sold between banks at 
60c per $1, 000 discount. 

The clearings were $2, 800, 000. 

BANKING CAPITAL INVESTED IN UNITED STATES 
BONDS. 

« The decision of Attorney-General Devens that 
National Banks, in reporting the amount of capi- 
tal invested in Government bonds, were entitled to 
report only the par value of the bonds bas not set- 
tied the question. The Commissioner of Interna! 
‘Revenue, who collects the monthiy tax of one 
twenty-fourth of 1 per cent, adberes to his practice 
of allowing the banks exemption on the full 
amount invested in Government bonds, even where 
a heavy premium has been paid. If the opinion of 

Attorney-General is correct, the Commissioner 
wil have to collect a large amount of back 
taxes from the banks. but, according to the Com- 
missioner’s ruling, the banks are entitled to a 
refand of the extra taxes paid under Devens’ de- 
cision. Claim agents are busy looking up ovrece- 
dents and arguments, and a good deal of litigation 
we likely to result.

LOSS OF THE GEN. U. S. GRANT. 

Yesterday's Tine contained a ramor to the 
effect that the echr Gen. U. S. Grant had been 
wrecked near Pentwater, on the east shore, and 
the Captain and one of the crew drowned. The 
report of the loss of the vessel was confirmed yes- 
terday; but, instead of the Captain being lost, it 
appears that the victims were the Mate and a 
sailor The schooner was formerly owned by 
McDonald Bros., lumber-merchants of this city, 
Who sold her to Sunds & Maxwell, of Pentwater, 
and Capt. George Brown, of this port. ‘The last- 
named person commanded her, and she was 
employed in the lumber-trade between Chi- 
cago and Pentwater. The telegrams received 
bere state that the vessel left Pentwater with a 
cargo of rafted corawood, bound for this port, and 
when well out at sea last Friday became water- 
logged during rough weather. and was put about. 

It seems that she was unable to make the harbor, 
and was driven ashore about a quarter of a mile 
north of the piers. In their attempt to reach the 
beach the Mate and a sailor were drowned in the 
breakers. The Captain and four sailors escaped 
from the vessel in safety. It was reported yester- 
day that the lost men belonged here, but their 
names Could not be ascertained. 

The vessel was totally wrecked, and most of the 
go swept away.

The London Times Has Mach Fear of 
Canadian Annexation with the United 
States—The Orangemen.

Toronto, Sept. 23.—A special cable from 

London to the Globe says the English press is 

almost unanimous in deploring the prospect of 

the Dominion being shortly handed over to 

a Protectionist Government, and the policy of 

past years abandoned. The London Times 

says: The Protectionist victory carries with 
it ap unusual sense of disappointment, and 
opens up a range of serious apprehensions. 

When we hear that the Canadians have so vehe- 

meutly declared for protection, we cannot for- 

bear from speculating upon the proba- 
ble effect of that declaration iu the 

States.

spondeut lately informed us, have been attract- 
ing attention in Wasnington, will not probably 
meet with a much warmer reception from the

irom Mr. Mackenzie. The Protectionists in 

Canada are at least as jealous of American as of 

English competition, and the Conservative 

party has been consistently opposed to any 

measures tending toward amalgamation with 


the Republic. Yet it must be acknowl- 
edged that to the mass of people 
who vaguely hope tbat protection will 
bring them relief, the invitations of the 


Americans mav be made to look tempting, and 
we may see such another sudden, unexpected 
movement of public opinion as that which gave 
the Protectionists their majority in the contest 
just closed.”’

THIRD-CLASS MAIL MATTER. 
The following ofticial instructions in reference to 
the mailing of what is known as third-class mattes 
were received yesterday at the Post-Office: 


OFFICE OF THE THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GEN- 
EtaL—WasuineTon. D. C., Sept. 1.—With the view of 
affording a public convenience and of vromoting the 
efficiency of the service, the Postmaater-General 
has ordered that the registry system be extended to 
mall matter of the third class, to take effect on the Ist 
October, 1878, and that the registry fee for each pack 
age of such matter be fixed at the uniform rate of 10 
eents additional to the 


register to any Post-Office inthe U 
country within the limits of 
ll packages of third-class matter 
that may oe offered for that purpose. 

No kage. however, must be received for registra- 
tion asithird-class matter until a proper examination 
shal it to be entitied to transmission through the 

ch matter. 

must be exercised to prevent the registra- 
tion and admission into the mails of matter that is un 
mallabie, and also to prevent the admission at t ird- 
class rates of matter upon which postage properiv 
chargeable at Uret-class rates under existing laws and 
regu ns. Postmasters should require packages to 
be put up securely so as to safely bear transportation, 
but not lo sach @ Manner as to prevent au examination 
of their contents, either at the mailing office or the 
office of delivery. Matter offered for registration in 
viviation of these requirements will be treated as now 
provided by law and the tal regulations. 

Both postage aud registry fee must be fully prepaid 
with postage stamps aifixed to the packages. 

Registered packages of third-ciass matter will. as far 
as practicabie, be treated in the mails the same as reg 
istered letters. 

The name and address of the sender must be indorsed, 
either in writing or in print, upon each package of 
third-clase matter offered for registration; and there 

added to this a brief description, in writ- 
ing or in print, of the number and names 
of the article incilosed. No additional written matter, 
except the address is permitted by law. A request to 
returu may also be printed, but to write such request 
would by law subject the package to age at Urs 
Class (letter) rates. 

Unclaimed ered packages of third-class matter 
will ve treated the same as anciaimed registered let- 


ters. 

For the present, at least, the registered package, en- 
velopes, forme, and blanks now provided for register- 
ed letters will be used for the registration of third-class 
matter; but when 80 they must be indorsed, 
either in writing or with stamp, with the words third 
class matter,” so as ty preserve the distinction on the 
records between the two different classes of registered 
matter. When from its form or size a package cannot 
be inclosed in a registered pac envelope, the en- 
velope may be used as pow provided for similar cases of 
first-class matter. It must not. however. be so applied 
as to concea! the address or to prevent the filing up of 
the Record of Transit.

CONFLICTING EVIDENCE. 
PROBABLY KILLED BY A TRAIN. 

The inquest on the body of the young woman, 
Bridget Connell, who was found dead on the rail- 
road tracks near Twenty-sixth street Friday even- 
ing, was begun yesterday afternoon at the Morgue 
by Deputy-Coroner Korn, 

In view of the fact that the body of the girl 
seemed to denote the fact that an attempt to out- 
rage her had been made, and the further fact that 
the marks of violence were not such as would 
seemingly bave been caused by a locomotive 
hitting her, the theory that she had 
been ravished and then killed was 
generally accepted by those who had investigated 
the matter, and this theory was strengthened by 
the evidence of the doctors who conducted the 
post-mortem cxamination, although they were care- 
ful to say that, while it looked like a case of rape, 
the injuries might have been produced in another 
manner. The finding, however, of one of the two 
men who first gave the alarm concerning the acci- 
dent, aud bis straightforward story in regard to the 
matter, puts the case in an entirely new light, and 
the authorities are now inclined to believe that it 
was the vaesenger-train that killed the woman. 
The first witness at the inquest yesterday was 

JAMES A. SIDLEY, 
of 1482 Prairie avenue, in whose employ the de- 
ceased was. He testified as follows: Saw the body 
at 454 Seate street, and identified it as that of 
Bridget Connell, who had been employed in wit- 
ness family for the past year as a domestic. Last 
saw her alive Friday eveninzabout 7 o clock, when 
she left tne house. Deceased told witness’ daagh- 
ter that she was going to Bridgeport, where wit- 
ness understood she had friends. Miss Conne! 
was a good, reliable girl in every way. Deceased 
recently went to ndiana, and, sence her 
return from there, haa been visited twice by a 
young man named Moynahan. This man 
was not seen around witness’ house Friday even- 
ing. Did not know that Miss Connell had com- 
plained of sickness recently. 
COUNTY-PILYSICIAN GEIGER. 

Had made a post-mortem examination and found 
the cause of death to be rupture of the spleen and 
internal hemorrhage Caused therebv. Such rupture 
might have occurred spontaneously, or it might 
have been caused by external violence, or a fall, or 
by deceased being pressed violently to the ground. 
There was no fracture of the skull, althouva a con- 
tusion was found on the back part of the head. 
The 1 of deceased were bruised in several 
places. The underciothes of deceased were bloody 
and torn. From the general appearance of things, 
witness was of the opinion that a rape had been at- 
tempted, but could not testify posi- 
tiveiy regarding the matter until a 
micrvecopical examination had been made. He 
did not oelieve, however, that the woman bad 
been struck by a train, as there were no marks oa 
the body that would indicate an accident of that 
character. 

Dr. A. W. Bosworth was next sworn: Had lis- 
tened to the testimony of Dr. Geiger, and could 
add notningtoit. He was certainly of the opin- 
ion that a rape had been attempted, but could not 
state whether or not it had been accomplished. 

FREDERICK BAUM 
was a bartender on Eighteenth street. On Friday 
evening was at a saloon, corner of Twenty-sixthn 
aod State streets, in company with a Mr. Shaeifer. 
They were called to by two young men, who said 
that a lady had been killed vy the cars. Witness 
and Shaeffer went with the men, and found the 
woman lying about twenty-five feet north of 
the Twenty ixth street crossing. There was 
another woman there, who gave the name of Miss 
Kilberry. Witness got a light and the woman who 
was hurt was taken to Mülmgnausen's saloon, 
corner of State and T'wenty-sixth streets. Sue was 
still alive when picked up, but died soon after 
reaching the saloon. The two men who called to 
Witness and Shacffer said that the woman had 
been struck by the train, and that they saw the 
accident. She was dead before a doctor arrived. 
Witness could identify the men if he saw them 
ain. 

George McCabe, an old man of 75, who lives at 
1314 Butterfield street, was calied, and gave some 
testimony of ap extraordinary character. He first 
swore that the woman was hit by passenger truin 
No. 1 of the Michigan Southern Road and thrown 
ten or fifteen feet. Being asked if he saw the 
engine strike the woman, he said he could not 
swear positively on that point. His 
whole stury was jumbled and confused, and 
upon its conclusion the jury were erly unable to 
make anything of it. He said thi forty or flity 
persons saw the accident, and it was resoived to 
bunt some of them up. 

James Andrews, sworn: Is an engineer on the 
Michigan Southern Koad, and was running the en- 
gine attached to passenger-train No. 1 last Friday 
evening. Passed Twenty-sixth strect about tweive 
Minutes past 8. Met with no accident, and did not 
know of his engine having struck anybody. The 
beil was ringing continuously. Witness would 
not have noticed any jarring of the engine if it had 
struck anybody. At the time his train passed 
Twenty-sixth street the headiight was burning. 

While this witness was testifving, Detective 
Flyuu came into the room and created a sensation 
by announcing that be had found a man who saw 
Miss Counell killed. 

MICHAEL TURTLE, 

Flyan's witness, was sworn: Lives at 54 Eight- 
eenth street place. Was passing the scene of the 
accident Friday nicht with Denms Gallager. The 
freigbt-train was passing, going south, and witness 
saw &@ passenger- tram Coming!rom the south. Miss 
Conneli passed witness, and the train struck her. 
Witoess then called out that a woman had been 
killed. There was another lady in the vicinity at 
the time. Witness saw the train strike deceased, 
and throw her about fifteenfeet. At the time of 
the accident witness was on the east side of the 
track, and about five feet from it. At the time she 
was struck, Miss Connell was looking at the 
freight-train which was passing in an opposite 
direction. Witness beard no whistie* blown. 
Helped to carry the woman tw the saloon. She was 
looking north when struck by the train. 

This testimony rather knocked the wind out of 
the rape theory to which the physicians had sworu 
80 positively, since Turtle was one of the two 
lavorers who first gave the alarm. His story was 
a straightforward one, and evidently true. 

Tue matter was then adjourned indetinitely.

MATSON & CO. 
MARCHISI SQUBALS ON THE DOCTORS. 

A decidedly unexpected turn was given yester- 
day to that sensational affair known as the Mar- 
chist eccentricity witn Matson's jewelry. Just 
about noon two warrants were sworn out by Sam- 
uel W. Perry, one of the firm of Matson & Co., 
for the rearreat of Dr. V. C. Secord and his part- 
ner and confidant, Mrs. Dr. J. T. Irwin. who 
had already achieved no little notoriety growing 
out of a former charge of a similar nature. 
The information on which yesterday's warrants 
were granted stated that, on or about the first day 
of June last, Dr. Secord stole half-a-dozen Silver 
teaspoons and otber table ware, anda gold pen 
anc pencil. Mrs. Irwin was charged with having 
appropriated, contrary to the statute therein made 
and provided, one silver tobacco- box, a silver 
comb, a gold thim ole, and other jewelry, tue same 
being the property ef Matson & Co. The war- 
rants were promptly placed in the hands of an of- 
ficer, by whom tuey were served with equal rupid- 
ity. The twain of the medical profession, after 
having been allowed to do speedy justice toa 
luncheon served by a Randolph street restaurateur, 
were escorted to the West Side Police Court, and 
given seats among the vulgar herd with which the 
place is daily frequented. Eldridge & Tourtelotte, 
the counsel of the arrested ones, were soon noti- 
flea of the unexpected capture, and the gallant Col- 
onel hastened to taeir relief. 

About half-past2 Leonard Swett, the counsel 
for Matson & Co., made his appearance, and, as he 
was populariy supposed to hold the key to the sit- 
uation, his advent was looked upon with pleasure 
by the flaneurs, who Kill time listening to the 
weighty arguments of O'Malley and Feeney. After 
the Court had disposed of about half a dexen dis- 
orderly cases, Mr. Swett stepped to the bar, and 
announced that he appeared for the people in the 
case against Dr. Secord and Mre. Irwin. Before 
bail was accepted 

HE WISHED TO MAKE A STATEMENT 
which he thought would place the casein a new 
light. Marchisi, the erring cierk of Matson & Co. 
wao had becn previously arrested with the defend- 
anta, had made a confession. A gentleman rei 
dent in this city, who, yearsfagvo, nad been be- 
friended by Marchiei’s father. had sent for the 
young man. A free and unrestrained conversation 
ensued. Marchisi saw the error of 
and repented. In order to 
far as possible what he had done, he confessed the 
whole transaction. A little over three years ago 
be became acquainted with Dr. Secord, and after- 
wards employed him as his physician. His frequent 
visits to the office rivened into fricnéship, and on 
one fatal aay he borrowed from the Doctor the key 
to one of the rooms. Some time afterwards the 
Doctor and Mrs. Irwin established a bathing estab- 
lishment, and inthis way Marchisi became ac- 
guainted witn her. In the room 
Marchisi had borrowed he wae in the habit of enter- 
taining Mra. Mitchell, for whom be had conceived 
astrong attachment. Their frequent stolen in- 
terviews led the two doctors to suspec?that sume- 
thing of an improper character was going on, and 
they taxed him with it. lie did not deny the 
soft impeachment, and in the course of a 
few weeks they suggested that he should pay 
them something for the use of the room. They 
knew he hada wife and children, and threatened 
to make an expose if he did not comply with their 
mercenary wishes. He pleaded that he had no 
money. They were not satisfied with his protesta- 
tions of poverty, and suggested that, as he was in 
the confidence of Matson & Co., it would be very 
easy for him to pay them in jewelry. What goods 
of that character they did not want to use them- 
selves they could dispose of for mowey. Under the 
pressure and in fear of exposure to his wife and 
family, he complied with their desires and begun a 
systematic course of stealing. Every month or so 
he would take something, —a watch, chain, spoons, 
and other articles, which he would then turn over 
either to Dr. Secord or Mrs. Irwin. On on occasion 
he presented Mrs. Mitchell with a pair of opera- 
glasses and a few smail tmnkets, which did not 
amount to anything, and there was no reason for 
susvecting that sone had any knowledge they were 
stolen. For thie reason Mr. Swett would have the 
case against her dismissed. 

After having revealed the squeal. which was 
totally unexpected bythe counsel of the defend- 
ants, Mr. Swett stated to the Court tnat he had 
reason to believe that 

THE DEFENDANTS WOULD RUN AWayY, 
now that they had been informed that their partner 
in crime had turned State's evidence. He thougat 
that good and suflicient bail should be exacted to 
enforce their presence at any future examination. 
The people had been sorely trampled upon by 
Marchisi, Dut the defendants were tea times more 
culpable. The bail which the defendants had 
already given was entirely insufficient, and he 
would prefer not to accept any lawyer as bonds- 
man, for the reason that if the bail were forfeited 
be did not want to prosecute any brotner attorney. 

Col. Lidridge thought tue Court had nothing to 
do with anything but a simple larceny case, in 
wunich the property alleged to have been taken 
only amounted to $175. The same charge was 
now pending in another shape before Justice 
Scully. A bond for $1,000 would ve very large 
and amply suficient. 

Mr. Swett retorted that it was not the same 
charge, forthe reason that the warrants in this 
case specified jewelry different from that men- 
tioned in the other. 

Col, Eldridge then announced that he was ready 
for trial, and demanded a hearing. 

Mr. Swett—We have to appear at Scully's to- 
morrow this] morning at 9 o'clock. 

Col. Eidridge-—-We will meet at Pbilippi. 

Then followed a long discussion on the legality 
of attorneys going on the bonds of their clients in 
criminal matters, and frequent references to the 
statutes, which failed to throw any light on the 
question. Finally tae Court overraled Mr. Sweit's 
oojeclion, and set the bail at $5,000, which was 
pronounced shamefully excessive by Col. Eldandge, 
though Mr. Swett did not think it was enough un- 
der tne circumstances. 

„* defendants’ counsel then left to procure 

Shortly afterwards Mr. Trade, who had been re- 
tained as Marchisi's counsel and had gone on his 
bond, came into court, and was informed of what 
had been done. His disguet knew no bounds. He 
had never bad a squeaier for a client, and would 
have nothing further todo with Marchisi except 
collect what he owed him. 

Finally, about sundown, Eldridge & Tourtelotte 
signed the bonds of their clients, and tuey were 
allowed to go out and take an air-oato. The case 
will be called this morning by Justice Morrison at 
10 o'clock. 

Mr. Swett subsequently informed the reporter 
that the Marchis} milferings aggregated in the 
neighborhood of $2,000. Other goods had, be- 
sides, been stolen, but Matson & Co. had not been 
able to secure any clew to their whereabouts.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

The Council held a regular meeting last evening, 
Ald. Giloert in the chair. The absentees were 
Pearsons, Cary, Turner, Waldo, and Daly. 

The Law Department sent in an ordinance repeal- 
ing the ordinance for the extension of North Mor- 
gan street to Milwaukee avenue. 

Ald. Ryan and Lawler presented petitions in ret - 
erence to the matter. 

All the documents were turned over to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Aileys, West Division, and 
the subject made a special oraer for Monday night. 

The Deparment of Pubiic Works sent in the fol- 
lowiag urdiuauces, which were passe: For widen.

A SMALL STRIKE. 
THE CABINET MAKERS 

employed in a few of the shops have asked for an 
increase of wages of from 15 to 25 percent, and 
the consequence is that about 125 have quit work. 
At Brunswick, Balke & Co.'s the Committee were 
told that the demand could not be complied with. 
and the men left. F. Mayer & Co. gave the same 
answer, but the hands didn’t strike. Kohn & 
Co.'s, however, did. ‘The movement does not ap- 
pear to be general at all, and what is peculiar 
the men at each shop are aciing on their 
own hook. Some of the employers, it 
is claimed, paid ‘‘starvation wages,” and 
to these an addition of 25 per cent is asked, 
those from whom 15 per cent is demanded paying 
now 10 per cent more than the others. According 
tothe statements of the men, the most the best 
hands can make ip a week is $10 and $11, while 
ordinary Ones cannot do better than $5, $6, and $7. 
The average is abont $8. On the other side. one 
of the bosses, who is said to pay the lowest wages 
inthe city, demonstrated to a reporter from his 
time-books, that the average of his men, for six- 
teen weeks, they working ten hours a day, was 
$12.85 a week. One man made as high as $15, 
another $14. 50, while the lowest was $6.85, 

»The trouble is, said thie furniture manufac- 
turer, ** the men don’t work steady. They spend 
a good ceal of time when in the shop talking poli- 
tics, and some used to go out so often to get a 
drink that I had to putastopto it. This nas been 
going on tor six weeks past, and it looxs to me as 
if they did as little as possible in order to create 
the impression that they couldn't make fair 
wages. I wouldn't object to paving 25 per cent 
more if all the ocher employers did it, but I can’t 
afford to do it alone. 

Another boss said: There is much competi- 
tionin our line. We have orders ahead, with 
prices fgured at prese wages, and we would lose 
money by paying the advance. Workmen them- 
selves have reduced wages to the present standard. 
Wheoever one saves a littl money, he starts in 
manufacturing, —employs ten or a dozen men. and, 
having no capital, ne has to sell his goods for 
cash, —and he takes what he can get. That knocks 
the bottom out of prices, and we have to compete 
with those men. Then we have to compete with 
Grand Rapids and Eastern makers. If we in- 
creased wages, they would have the advantage and 
could underseil us.” 

‘lwo or three of the firme whose men struck have 

leldcd, and itis likely that the others will fal! 
into tine. There are about 1, 500 cabinet-makers in 
the city, very few of whom were idle last week. 
The Union, it is said, Will take care of all who are 
shut out, if the employers named above adhere to 
their present determination. In the majority of 
the factories the men appear to be satisfied with 
their wages, atleast nothing has vet been szxid 
about an increase. As others, however, have been 
successtul, it is not unlikely that discontent will 
follow, and the demand will be general. 

MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

The striking cabinet-makers met at Arbeiter 
Hall last evening to the ndmber of several hun- 
dred to discuss their grievances and give expres- 
sion to tneir purposes. William Jost was called to 
preside, and Strahler and Goldwater, Sociaiists, 
were the speakers. The former spoke in German 
and the latter in English, both maintaining that 
the demand for an increase of wages of 10 per 
cent was reasonable, and that the only treason it 
had not been acceded to by the was that the 
cabinet-makers were not thorou Organized and 
banded together. The former d a more 
thorough organization, and that Strikers stand 
firm, and was loudly applauded. The latter went 
further in the effort to fire his hearers, and in- 
sisted that it was not enough to strike for an in- 
crease of wages, but they should also strike for a 
reduction in the hours of labor, and at the ballot- 
box against the employment of convict labor. 


bearing in mind always that capital and labor were 
antagonistic. Resolutions were adopted in which 
the strikers b d themselves never to ge back 
to work at the old prices until they had exhausted 
every resource, and were driven to it by actual 
want.
